Plans underway for second stage 
of superfast broadband roll-out 


Connecting Devon & Somerset (CDS) has an¬ 
nounced that it will be publishing the tender for 
the second stage of the superfast broadband pro¬ 
gramme across the region by early February. 

The announcement comes as the current pro¬ 
gramme gathers significant momentum with over 
400 cabinets and nearly 100,000 homes and busi¬ 
nesses connected to fibre. In addition, some 2,500 
individuals and businesses have attended events as 
part of the Get up to Speed programme, which is 
designed to help them get the most out of faster 
broadband. 

Connecting Devon and Somerset will be using 
the Government’s national procurement frame¬ 
work for its delivery partner for most of the area. 
However, the CDS partnership is keen to open up 
this second stage to other potential providers. It 
will therefore be running an open procurement 
process in Dartmoor and Exmoor National Parks 
allowing bids from other suppliers. The parks rep¬ 
resent some of the most challenging terrain for 
connecting remote rural communities to superfast 
broadband. Two areas in Exmoor are already being 
connected with the support of CDS by an innova¬ 
tive Yeovil-based firm, using a combination of 
satellite and wifi technology. 

The second stage of the roll out will involve an 
investment of at least £38million - the largest 
amount of any superfast broadband project in the 
UK which was secured by CDS and its partners in 
August 2014. This funding will be spent on in¬ 
creasing superfast coverage and CDS are on track 
to reach their ambition of 100 per cent superfast 
broadband coverage by 2020. 

Councillor Andrew Leadbetter, Cabinet Member 
for Economy and Growth for Devon County 
Council, said: “The current programme is very 
much on schedule and it’s great to hear the positive 
feedback we are receiving from households and 
businesses, who are already seeing the benefits of 
faster broadband speeds. 


“Whilst we will be using the government’s na¬ 
tional procurement framework agreement for the 
tender process to continue the momentum of the 
roll out to date, we will also be opening it up to 
bids from other suppliers for the National Park 
areas. 

“The National Park areas will require an innova¬ 
tive approach due to their remoteness and there¬ 
fore we believe it is appropriate to extend this part 
of the tender to other suppliers so that we can see 
what’s out there in the marketplace and ensure we 
come up with the best solutions possible for our 
available funding.” 

Councillor David Hall, deputy leader of Somer¬ 
set County Council, added: “The roll out of the su¬ 
perfast broadband infrastructure across our region 
has made excellent progress despite being one of 
most challenging terrains in the country and the 
largest geography of any such programme nation¬ 
ally. 

“The tender marks a significant step in achieving 
our ultimate goal of 100 per cent superfast broad¬ 
band coverage across the area by 2020. Also this 
stage of the roll out will put a strong focus on the 
business community, including homeworkers, 
courtesy of funding from the Heart of the South 
West Local Enterprise Partnership, eventually 
helping to provide a predicted three quarters of a 
billion pound economic boost to the region. 

“We recognise that there is still a long way to go 
to rolling out the complete programme but we 
firmly believe the procurement approach we are 
taking with the second stage tender will ensure we 
remain on course and provide best value to com¬ 
munities at the same time.” 

Broadband Delivery UK (BDUK), part of the 
Department of Culture, Media and Sport and re¬ 
sponsible for delivering superfast broadband in the 
UK, has recently launched a multi-channel mar¬ 
keting campaign to raise awareness, highlight the 
benefits and support take up.

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MP joins fight against hospital bed closures 


LOCAL MP David Laws has demanded that Som¬ 
erset Clinical Commissioning Group re-opens 57 
community hospital beds, which have been tem¬ 
porarily closed since last year, and scraps plans to 
permanently close more community hospital beds 
in South Petherton, Chard and Crewkeme. 

Mr Laws, the Liberal Democrat MP for the 
Yeovil constituency (pictured), has commented on 
an NHS review which recommends permanent 
closure of one third of the community hospital 
beds in Somerset - 102 of 312 beds. 

He said: “It is complete madness to have large 
numbers of community hospital beds closed when 
these beds are urgently needed to move patients 
out of acute hospitals such as Yeovil and Taunton. 


“The NHS should re-open all of the community 
hospital beds in Somerset as a matter of priority, 
and make sure that no more beds are closed per¬ 
manently. 

“I am very worried by the review which suggests 
closing one third of community hospital beds, 
when it is clear that these beds are desperately 
needed. 

“At present, big hospitals are having to cancel 
numerous operations because they are effectively 
full, and do not have spare beds for people to re¬ 
cover in after treatment. 

“Community hospital beds allow larger hospitals 
such as Yeovil and Musgrove to discharge patients 
when their operations have taken place and free up 


beds for other patients 
needing treatment. 

“We should not even 
be considering shrink¬ 
ing community hospi¬ 
tals when our acute 
hospitals are overflow¬ 
ing. 

“I have written to the 
NHS Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group asking 
them to re-open all com¬ 
munity hospital beds urgently and to drop any 
plans to permanently close beds in hospitals such 
as South Petherton, Chard and Crewkeme.” 



Devon woman hopes to represent Yeovil constituency 


AN Axmouth resident is in the race to become a 
parliamentary candidate in Yeovil constituency. 

Emily Mclvor hopes to become the Green Party 
candidate for the forthcoming parliamentary 
election and, ultimately, MP for Yeovil Con¬ 
stituency. Ms Mclvor has attended hustings in 
the constituency, and South Somerset Green 
Party secretary Peter Lansdown said: "The pur¬ 
pose is to adopt Emily Mclvor from Axmouth as 
the Green Party candidate for the forthcoming 
parliamentary election." 

Ms Mclvor grew up near Axminster and cur¬ 
rently works as policy director of the Humane So¬ 
ciety International's research and toxicology 
department, working on EU animal and con¬ 
sumer protection legislation (including regula¬ 
tion of chemicals, pesticides and cosmetics). 

She said: "In this role I maintain a good working 
knowledge of European politics, and, because I 
am a consultant, I can usually attend daytime 
meetings." 


About her background and previous career, she 
said: "I taught English and drama at Bishop Fox's 
School in Taunton having studied English and 
Politics at the University of York and Education 
(for a PGCE) at the University of Exeter. 

"I became a special needs teacher in 1999, 
teaching English at a residential school for chil¬ 
dren with emotional and behavioural difficul¬ 
ties." 

Emily describes herself as "a long-standing 
Green Party activist", and gained a degree of ex¬ 
perience when she stood in the 2014 European 
Parliament election. 

She added: "While I am familiar with the full 
range of Green Party policies, I am particularly'at 
home'dealing with local planning and conserva¬ 
tion issues, animal welfare/food and farming, 
and campaigning to eradicate poverty in the UK 
and internationally. 

"I believe our social policies are directly linked

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Neroche school makes plans to 
formally expand into llminster 


NEROCHE Community Primary School in Broad¬ 
way is hoping to extend its catchment area into 
the west of llminster. 

The school already has pupils from the area, 
but is hoping to formalise the arrangement. It 
has produced a consultation document, and in a 
the accompanying letter headteacher Connel 
Boyle said: "We are concerned that the families 
of children in llminster, who for the past 40 years 
have exercised their choice to attend our school, 
may have future difficulty in obtaining a place at 
Neroche if our popularity of the past three years 
continues to rise at current rates. 

"So we are consulting about this extension to 
our catchment area to protect the current 'unof¬ 
ficial status quo' that has existed since our school 
was built 40 years ago." 

The consultation ends on February 11th and 
any changes would become effective from Sep¬ 
tember 2016. 

Mr Boyle added: "Our aim is to essentially pro¬ 
tect the rights of parents from the west of llmin¬ 
ster to exercise the choice of where to have their 
children educated. 

"Since Neroche Community Primary School 
was built in 1973, a significant proportion of our 
pupils (our roll averages 150) have always come 
from llminster. 

"The proportion of pupils from llminster at our 
school has historically fluctuated between 20 per 
cent and 40 per cent of our total school roll for 
the past 40 years. We currently have over 40 chil¬ 
dren from llminster on roll. 



"The parents, who currently elect to join Ne¬ 
roche Community Primary School, and those in 
the future, from the west side of llminster, will 
gain confidence that they are applying to our 
school from within our defined catchment area. 
Many parents, especially those with older sib¬ 
lings in the school, will benefit most should our 
catchment be extended. 

"This is our main target group that has in¬ 
formed our decision to commission this consul¬ 
tation. "Our planned admission number will 
remain at 30 per year group. 

"The extension of our catchment, giving par¬ 
ents on the west of llminster a choice of two 
schools, will have little to no impact upon our 
neighbouring schools pupil numbers, as we are 
consulting upon maintaining the existing unoffi¬ 
cial status quo."

Financial boost of £100k for Flood Action Plan 


New magazine to attract 
green tourists to Somerset 

DARK skies, poets and starlings are among the at¬ 
tractions being used to tempt green tourists to 
Somerset in a new publication. 

The magazine promoting Somerset as a sustain¬ 
able rural tourist destination has been distributed 
this month in the national BBC Countryfile maga¬ 
zine. 

The publication, Somerset & Exmoor - Great Es¬ 
capes, was made possible after Somerset County 
Council and partners secured funding as part of 
the EU Interreg funded COOL tourism project to 
grow and promote sustainable rural tourism. 

Produced by Greentraveller, the guide highlights 
30 different ideas to encourage breaks in Somerset 
and Exmoor. These include everything from stay¬ 
ing in unique accommodation and observing star¬ 
ling murmurations on the Somerset Levels to 
indulging in gourmet local food, walking in a 
poet's footsteps and experiencing Exmoor's Inter¬ 
national Dark Sky Reserve. 

Over 100 local tourism related businesses that 
offer products and services that support these 
iconic experiences were identified. They include 
accommodation providers, guided tours, food and 
drink providers and transport providers. 

Both the experiences and supporting businesses 
are also being promoted online on various web¬ 
sites, including the Visit Somerset website, and 
through social media. A supporting video has also 
been produced to further promote the broad 
range of experiences available for residents and 
visitors to the county. 

Councillor David Hall, Somerset County Council's 
Cabinet Member for Business, Inward Investment 
and Policy, said;"l am delighted to support this ini¬ 
tiative which should really help to highlight every¬ 
thing that Somerset has to offer at this crucial time 
of year, when so many potential visitors are plan¬ 
ning ahead for their breaks. 

"We are also working closely with Visit Somerset 
to encourage more hits on the Visit Somerset web¬ 
site which gives residents and visitors great ideas 
for day trips and longer breaks." 


THE 20 Year Flood Action Plan celebrated a 
recent £100,000 boost for crucial work to en¬ 
courage natural flood management on the 
Somerset Levels and Moors, following recent 
awards to two of its partner organisations 
from the Prince’s Countryside Fund. 

The Royal Bath & West Society (RB&W) was 
awarded £50,000 which will go hand in hand with 
£50,000 also awarded to the Farming and Wildlife 
Advisory Group South West (FWAG SW), which 
co-ordinates land management projects for the Flood 
Action Plan. 

Now the funds can be used as a crucial first stage 
for developing an advice and support package 
throughout the Levels and Moors catchment, to en¬ 
courage land use that stops or slows water from en¬ 
tering river courses and maximises natural flood 
management. 

It will also be the preliminary work to enable a 
£550,000 award from the Heart of the South West 
Local Enterprise Partnership (LEP) announced last 
year for the Elood Action Plan’s Land Management 
work, to be used for small scale capital works on 
farms to hold water back. 

Councillor John Osman, chairman of the Elood 
Action Plan Leaders Implementation Group and 
leader of Somerset County Council, said: “The sup¬ 
port of FWAG SW and the RB&W in bidding for 
and winning these awards, and the generosity of the 
Prince’s Countryside Fund, is greatly valued. Many 
funding streams are about capital work projects but 
vital preliminary work needs funding too, and these 
awards are crucial.” 

Edwin White, chairman of the RB&W Somerset 
Levels Development Eund added: “We’re delighted 
to receive this grant from the Princes Countryside 
Eund, a real endorsement of our work from such an 
established organisation. 

“Our mission at the RB&W is to develop agricul¬ 
ture, grow the rural economy and protect the envi¬ 


ronment and through our leadership of the Somerset 
Levels Development Eund we feel that this project 
delivers a truly integrated programme that will ben¬ 
efit all who live and work on the Levels.” 

The £50,000 also awarded by the Prince’s Coun¬ 
tryside Eund to EWAG SW, to improve the viability 
of farming on the Somerset Moors and Levels, in¬ 
cludes amongst other initiatives, initial work to en¬ 
courage land management practices that stop or slow 
water entering the rivers. 

Ann Langdon, Senior Advisor for FWAG SW, 
said: “This money will enable us to work with farm¬ 
ers with land above the Levels, to increase the water 
holding capacity of their soils - which will help re¬ 
duce flooding down on the Levels. It will also en¬ 
able us to continue work looking at ways to increase 
grassland resilience in areas which flood. 

Once further funding is secured for the Flood Ac¬ 
tion Plan work, an integrated practical advice and 
support package will be provided to land managers 
by specialist advisors, enabling them to introduce 
natural land and flood management practices 
throughout the catchment. 

The awards to the RB&W and FWAG SW are part 
of £650,000 from the Prince’s Countryside Fund for 
investment in rural initiatives to find the farmers of 
the future, improve rural livelihoods and create 
thriving rural communities. 

■ After months of lobbying Defra and Treasury 
Ministers by the leader of South Somerset District 
Council, Councillor Ric Pallister, Defra have an¬ 
nounced an extension to March 31st deadline for re¬ 
imbursement claims for the Repair and Renew Grant 
offered by the government to householders affected 
by flooding. 

The Repair and Renew Grant provides homeown¬ 
ers and businesses with up to £5,000 grant funding 
towards establishing resilience and/or resistance 
measures to their property in order to minimise the 
risk or impact of any future flooding. 

To be eligible, premises had to have been flooded 


between December 1st 2013 and March 31st 2014. 
A further announcement was made at the end of No¬ 
vember 2014 that the scheme would be extended 
backwards to include premises that had been flooded 
between April 1st 2013 to November 30th 2013. 

For applicants that were flooded between these 
times the Repair and Renew deadline for payment 
by the government to SSDC has been extended to 
June 30th. To meet this deadline this means that all 
grant aided work must be completed and final in¬ 
voices submitted to the council by the end of May 
2015. 

The government-funded Repair and Renew Grant 
scheme can provide grants for additional flood re¬ 
silience or resistance measures for homes and busi¬ 
nesses that have been hit by the floods, over and 
above repairs that would normally be covered by in¬ 
surance. Affected residents need to apply to their 
local district council to bid for the grant. 

Even if you have already fitted new measures fol¬ 
lowing last winter's flooding you can still apply for 
the grant retrospectively to cover the cost. 

Councillor Ric Pallister, chairman of the Somerset 
Health and Housing Elood Recovery Group, said: 
“I am delighted that common-sense has at last pre¬ 
vailed. We still have families in Somerset who 
aren’t yet back in their homes after last winter’s del¬ 
uge and have not been able to meet the arbitrary 
deadline set by DEER A. 

“This extension is invaluable and means that al¬ 
most everyone who is entitled to a grant to assist 
with making their homes more resilient to flooding 
will now receive financial support. Without this 
change of heart many would have been left with an 
unpaid bill for £5000 when the scheme closed rather 
than the full support they richly deserve.”

Helping Children 

CHILDREN can find it very difficult to understand 
what has happened when someone dies. They 
often will be aware of the tension and distress of 
the adults around them. What they understand 
and how they respond will vary depending on 
their age, previous experience and individual 
personalities. 

Remember to tell their teacher or nursery 
teacher who will keep an eye on them in the 
early days after a death and will be able to 
suggest the best way to deal with this in the 
context of the whole class. 

They will also have access to the advice of 
educational psychologists if they feel this 
might be helpful. 

Some of the important things to remember are: 

• Try and keep the security of familiar routines 
if you possibly can. 

• Remember children can change mood very 



quickly - being upset one moment and then 
playing normally the next. This is part of the 
way they cope but can be difficult for adults 
to adjust to. 

• Keep talking about the person who has died. 

• Answer their questions honestly, using words 
they will understand. 

Remember other children may hear their 
parents talking about the death if it is known in 
the local community and speak to your child 
about what has happened. It is important your 
child hears information from you first. Do not 
hide the fact that you are upset and miss the 
person who has died so that they can feel 
comfortable showing their feelings too. 

There are a number of resources that can 
support and help children, including specialist 
organisations and picture and storybooks. 
There are also helplines and websites for 
teenagers and young adults wanting to talk 
with someone about the issues they face after 
a bereavement.

An education for life 
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Local MP continues fight against 
South Petherton bank closure 

LOCAL MP David Laws has responded to a lette fronn cheif executive of 
RBS, Ross McEwan, regarding the planned closure of the NatWest branch 
in South Petherton. 

Mr Laws, Liberal Democrat MP for the Yeovil constituency, has written to 
the RBS chief to highlight the entirely "unsatisfactory" consultation 
process run by RBS, and the bank's clear determination to ignore very 
"strong public resistance"to the closure. He has also highlighted the three 
different sets of data on branch transactional volumes given out by the 
bank over the last two months. 

Commenting, Mr Laws said:"From the very start of this process, when RBS 
announced plans to close the NatWest branch in South Petherton, the 
bank has shown a real determination to ignore local residents'views 
about these proposals. RBS have also chosen to ignore the facts they were 
presented with in writing and at the public meeting we held in South 
Petherton at the end of last year. 

"Despite telling local residents, when they closed the branch in Martock 
a few months previously, that they would be able to use the branch in 
South Petherton, RBS have pressed ahead with this closure in what is con¬ 
sidered to be bad faith. 

"The bank has also failed to give us timely, accurate branch transaction 
figures which they have used to explain and justify this decision. We have 
been given three different explanations of transaction data, and we are 
still not in a position to make an appropriate Judgement on what this tells 
us. 

"First we were told transactions at the branch were falling, then that they 
were rising and now that they are flat. This is hopeless in terms of making 
evidence based decisions. 

"What there was of a consultation process has been incredibly unsatis¬ 
factory, and has only served to highlight the Bank's obvious desire to 
press ahead with this closure at all costs, ignoring local residents'opinions 
and fears. 

"I have written to the bank again to make my views on this clear and to 
challenge the way this is being dealt with by the bank."

Cold, damp properties the biggest concern 
for housing standards team during winter 


COLD, damp houses, overcrowding, dis¬ 
repair, trip hazards and dangerous 
electrics are just some of the different 
types of issues that South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council’s Housing Standards Team 
have to deal with on a daily basis. 

Excessive cold in a property, which can 
cause hypothermia, is the biggest prob¬ 
lem the team face this time of year. 
Poorly heated and insulated properties 
can result in damp, condensation and 
mould. Every year an increased number 
of elderly residents die during episodes 
of exceptionally cold weather. 

Team leader Martin Chapman said: 
“By thinking carefully about how you 
use your accommodation you can avoid 
some of these problems. Eor example, 
rather than turning your heating on full, 
gradually increase the temperature so the 
walls heat up slowly. This reduces con¬ 
densation on walls and the chances of 
damp and mould developing. 

“You should also keep your house well 
ventilated and try and reduce the amount 
of damp washing around the house. You 
should also ensure your property is well 
insulated. We can advise on home im¬ 
provement loans or grants that are avail¬ 
able to assist with this if you don’t know 
where to start.” 

SSDC’s Housing Standards Team 
mainly inspects houses and flats in the 
private sector to ensure they meet statu¬ 
tory requirements and are fit for habita¬ 
tion. 

When inspecting properties the team 


look for things such as trip hazards that 
result in falls on stairs due to no hand 
railings etc. Hip and other bone fractures 
as a result of falls by the elderly result in 
a huge cost to the NHS. 

Likewise, it is important to ensure there 
are adequate window restrictors in place 
when small children are present to pre¬ 
vent falls from windows. Electrical prob¬ 
lems such as sparking plugs and sockets 
falling off walls are also regularly inves¬ 
tigated. Carbon monoxide poisoning is 
another issue dealt with by the team. 

More people in bedsits 

The team also inspects bedsit accom¬ 
modation, known as Houses of Multiple 
Occupation (HMOs), to ensure they are 
kept up to standard. With increased 
housing pressure more and more young 
people live in shared bedsit accommoda¬ 
tion and it is important to ensure that 
standards are maintained. Officers en¬ 
sure these types of properties have an ad¬ 
equate number of facilities for the 
residents and are provided with adequate 
means of escape in case of fire. 

Plans for potential new HMOs should 
be sent by landlords to the Housing Stan¬ 
dards team so that they can give their 
professional opinion and possibly sug¬ 
gest amendments to ensure the property 
is safe and well designed. It is always 
good practice for HMO owners to con¬ 
sult with the team before doing any work 
so as to avoid having to do further work 
later on. 

All HMOs are regularly inspected by 


members of the team. The team also 
meets regularly with landlords at 
SSDC’s landlord’s forum to explain the 
latest changes in legislation, etc. and 
help them in making applications for the 
licensing of their HMOs. 

Speaking about the work of the Hous¬ 
ing Standards Team in South Somerset, 
Councillor Peter Seib, Portfolio Holder 
for Environmental Health, said: “With 
increasing housing pressure it is impor¬ 
tant for us to work with private landlords 
to ensure everyone is provided with a 
good standard of accommodation. Like¬ 
wise we need to ensure that private 
homeowners get the help they need to 
ensure their homes are kept in good re¬ 
pair. 

“The Housing Standards team is here 
both to help where help is required and 
to enforce relevant legislation as neces¬ 
sary to ensure that standards are main¬ 
tained”. 

The team works in partnership with 
Wessex Homes Improvement Loans, a 
not-for-profit organisation, to assist 
homeowners to make essential repairs, 
adaptations or improvements to their 
homes. A loan can be provided to fix 
damp or roof problems, rotten windows, 
broken boilers or to provide insulation as 
well as other essential repairs.

FOR much of the 80 minutes this was 
a much more even contest than the 
final scoreline suggests, but in the end 
a combination of factors and the 
greater pace of the visitors would 
prove decisive writes Glyn Hughes. 

Exmouth started the stronger but 
the Chard defence held firm and al¬ 
though they did concede an early 
penalty somehow Exmouth managed 
to miss a very straightforward kick. 

Almost immediately Chard cleared 
their lines with a long kick down field 
and when Exmouth conceded a 
penalty the Chard backs player/coach 
Mike Lawton made no mistake to put 
the hosts ahead. 

Fullback Bryan Harrison was then 
binned apparently for being in a delib¬ 
erate offside position. Both sides ex¬ 
changed penalties with Lawton again 
being successful for Chard. 

Lawton then put Chard 9-3 ahead 
with another successful kick but just 
before the interval Chard were guilty 
of anticipating the referee's whistle in¬ 
stead of playing to it. 

The majority of the crowd, and many 
of the Chard players spotted what they 
thought was a clear knock-on by Ex¬ 
mouth. 

But while Chard stopped momentar¬ 
ily Exmouth continued playing and ran 


through to score a converted try under 
the posts which gave the visitors a 9- 
10 advantage at the break. 

Once again Chard had played really 
well for much of the first half with the 
forwards again being very impressive 
but when your luck is out everything 
appears to go against you. 

To add to their woes Chard had gone 
into the game without the services of 
injured flanker Jason Wright and their 
most consistent performer in the back 
division Ben Stead who suffered a bro¬ 
ken thumb injury in last Saturday's 
game and who could be out for some 
time. 

Coach Steve broome felt that events 
early in the second half had a big bear¬ 
ing on the final outcome of the game. 

There was what could be called 
some'hanky panky' occurring in the 
scrums and, despite there being sev¬ 
eral players involved in an eventual 
bust up, the referee saw fit to yellow 
card Chard forward Louis Barlett who 
had seemingly been acting as peace¬ 
maker! 

Exmouth took full advantage of the 
numerical superiority and a second 
converted tery to move 17-9 ahead. 

The visitors were now well on top 
and it was no real surprise when they 
crossed fora third try. 

They were probably also geed up by

The Chard cause was not helped 
when Lawton was yellow carded for a 
technical offence. The card colour was 
changed to red as Lawton left the field 
for apparently using inappropriate lan¬ 
guage. 

This was the final straw as far as the 
hosts were concerned and Exmouth 
got the bonus point they were looking 
for when they scored a fourth try late 
in the game with a scorching break 
down field which gave them a com¬ 
fortable looking win.

A number of players have left the club 
recently with Aaron Martin having al¬ 
ready negotiated a severance deal and 
moved to Coventry City and Jordan 
Clarke to Scunthorpe United.

Squad members Kevin Dawson, Chris

whilst Brendan Maloney is on loan to 
Northampton Town, all of which means 
replacements if required would swell the 
wage bill, but where is the need to pay 
compensation? 

The situation with just 13 fit contracted 
players and five loans, and a lack of cen¬ 


tral defenders meant Johnson was forced 
to play Kieffer Moore at centre back 
against Bradford, and, following a suc¬ 
cessful game, kept him there for the trip 
to Deepdale. 

He described it as a “gamble” prior to 
the Bradford game but it might have been 
a blessing in disguise. 

Unfortunately the former Dorchester 
Town striker has failed to impress since 
his move and his lack of goals - despite 
so many chances - has been part of the 
reason why they had only scored five 
goals in 12 home games before Saturday. 

However, his performance alongside 
Stephen Arthurworrey against the expe¬ 
rience of Jonathan Stead and James Han¬ 
son, with 250 appearances for the 
Bantams, was excellent. 

He took a few minutes to settle but de¬ 
spite Hanson often leading with his arm, 
he remained calm and when possible 


played the ball out of defence. His read¬ 
ing of the game, perhaps enhanced by the 
fact the ball was coming towards him 
rather than behind, was generally superb, 
and with his height he was rarely beaten 
in the air. Could he with time be the an¬ 
swer to Johnson’s problem? 

His switch allowed both Ugwu and 
Norwich loanee Jamar Loza to play up 
front, and they looked a lot sharper than 
recent combinations. 

Tomorrow The Glovers entertain 
Coventry City who are now just five 
points ahead, this surely has to be another 
must-win game.

Win treble for Barber and Biddick combo! 


HENLEY trainer Jack Barber and three-time national 
champion jockey Will Biddick combined to land a tre¬ 
ble at Larkhill last Saturday. 

Aerial (Men's Open), Subtle Sovereign (Conditions 
race) and Bandeirantes (first Maiden) provided the 
pair's three successes. 

The former put in a superb round of jumping to se¬ 
cure the win needed for Cheltenham Foxhunter qual¬ 
ification. "We're still not certain whether to go for the 
Cheltenham or Aintree Foxhunter, although he still 
needs to be placed in a Hunter Chase to qualify for the 
latter," said joint-owner Tony Hayward. "It's possible 
he'll go straight to Cheltenham, but if the ground's 
soft there, we'll have a rethink. 

"He jumps for England and has hardly ever made a 
mistake in his life, although he did once fall at a 
bullfinch fence in France when distracted by another 
horse. I'd actually love to see him tackling the Aintree 
fences." 

Course specialist Subtle Sovereign raced promi¬ 
nently throughout before registering his fourth 
Larkhill success. "What a horse," beamed Jack, clearly 
recalling that Subtle Sovereign was his first winner as 
a trainer and last as a jockey. "He'll win Open races but 
we'll avoid them as long as possible to avoid picking 
up weight penalties." 


Bandeirantes made an impressive racecourse debut 
by collaring favourite Cooladerry King at the last. 

"He's our first homebred and our first outright win¬ 
ner as owners, although we and Brett Parsons were 
joint owners of Willow Ryde when he won this corre¬ 
sponding race in 2006,"confided Glastonbury owners 
Hugh and Liz Webster. 

Cooladerry King's Shropshire trainer Sheila Crow and 
jockey Paddy Gerety went one better when Mr Mer¬ 
curial had sufficient reserves to take the Intermediate 
after leading into the straight. 

"He'll go Hunter Chasing and I can see him in the 
Cheltenham Foxhunter one day, although maybe not 
this year," said Sheila. 

"Paddy says he blew up but still had the class to get 
home. These are my first runners of the season and 
we've come here as, regrettably, our North West sea¬ 
son doesn't start until March." 

That's Rhythm belied his 15 years with a brilliant per¬ 
formance in a top quality ladies'open. Prominently 
ridden by Page Fuller, That's Rhythm stormed clear of 
his field in the straight. 

The winner, who has won five races between the 
flags and seven hunter chases, will be campaigned in 
point-to-points according to trainer Charlotte Fuller, 
mother of the winning rider. 


Briefcase put in a magnificent round of jumping to 
take the second maiden for the Edwars family. Ridden 
by Darren Edwards and owned and trained at Whed- 
don Cross by Darren's father, Gordon, Briefcase had 
finished runner-up in five of his 20 hurdle races, so was 
certainly not winning out of turn. 

"Outsider of three" punters were rewarded when 
Harriet Besent's Impact Zone took the Hut race under 
former conditional Louis Muspratt. 

Harriet made the running aboard her 2013 and 2014 
corresponding race winner Deimne before Seamus 
Mullins'odds-on favourite Combustible Lady led at 
the 13th, but neither had any answer when Louis 
pressed the button at the third last fence.
